First Postal 


Card Found To Be May 12, 
1873; Postmark Authentic 


J. F. McGee 


C. F. Scott, West Hartford, Conn., whose Christmas Islands covers 
I wrote up in Linn’s a couple of years ago, sent me a half page from 
the New England Homestead (Springfield, Mass.) of June 6, 1936. It 
features a story of a first day postal card of the 1873 issue, which had 
been received by the then editor of the Homestead, H. M. Burt. The 
article had been reproduced from the Springfield Union. 


According to the account, H. M. 
years later that his son Frank H. 


Burt died in 1899, and it was many 
Burt, Arlington, Mass., found the 


card among his father’s papers. It was exhibited the first time at a 


meeting of the Springfield (Mass.) 
to June 6, 1936. 

Both sides of the card are illus- 
trated. It is addressed to “H. M 
Burt Editor, New England Home- 
stead Springfield, Mass.’’ The post- 
mark is dated May 12. (Scott's 
give the issue date as May 13, 
1873.) 

The message on the back of the 
card reads: ‘‘May 12, 1873 H. M. 
Burt, Esq. This is the first postal 
card issued and sent through the 
United States mail. Resply., S. S. 
Bumstead”. Pasted on the lower 
left corner of the card is a clipping 
from a local newspaper. It could 
only have been affixed there after 
the card had been received as it 
is also dated May 12, It reports: 
_ “Springfield, Mass., May 12 —

Special Agent Tyner of the Post 
Office Department made the first 
shipment of postal cards today, 
sending an aggregate of three mil- 
lion to the principal post offices 
of the country. Two million more 
will be sent tomorrow, and here- 
after all requisitions from the de- 
partment will be promptly filled.’ 

“The first card to pass through 
the mail of the United States was 
sent by S. S. Bumstead of this 
city to H. M. Burt, of the New 
England Homestead”’. (I take this 
statement to mean that it was the 
first card to be mailed and not 
that it was the only one on that 
day.)

Helicopter Mail Flight 


Twelve Connecticut, New 
York Communities To Have 


Cachets On Inaugural Day 


Evidence that the Post Office Department is seizing on every mod- 
ern facility for the movement of the mails is once again heralded with 
the announcement of added helicopter mail service in the southern 
New York—southern Connecticut area. All communities are within an 
80-mile radius of New York City. The Department’s approach to get- 
ting mail in and out of traffic-jammed New York City has a ‘‘football- 
ish” slant adequately described by the phrase, “if you can’t beat "em 


on the ground, take to the air.” 

In mid-October helicopter mail 
service was inaugurated between 
the airmail fields of Idlewild (In- 
ternational) Airport and LaGuardia 
Airport for New York City and the 
Newark, N. J. Airport. Cachets 
were supplied to collectors for that 
one, too. 

The official bulletin which des- 
cribed the new route, and the steps 
to be taken by cover collectors to 
get each of the twelve cachets, 
reads as follows: 

Effective on or about December 8, 
air mail service will be inaugu- 
rated over the North Segment of 


helicopter route A. M. 111, as fol-' 


lows: 

From the terminal point A. M. F. 
New York, N. Y. (La Guardia Air- 
port) via the intermediate points

Service at Scarsdale will not be 
inaugurated at this time.

No philatelic covers 
should be sent to the postmaster 
at Scarsdale until such time as 
formal announcement is made of 
inauguration of service at this 
point 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Mount Vernon, New Rochelle, 
White Plains, N. Y., Greenwich, 
Stamford, Norwalk, So. Norwalk, 
Bridgeport, Conn., Pleasantville, 
Tarrytown, Yonkers, A. M. F. New 
York, N. Y. (LaGuardia Airport), 
and the usual treatment of phila- 
telic mail will be authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at Mount Ver- 
non, New Rochelle, White Plains, 
Greenwich, Stamford, Norwalk, 
South Norwalk, Bridgeport, Pleas- 
tntville, Tarrytown, and Yonkers, 
and to the District Superintendent, 
District 5, Postal Transportation 
Service, New York 1, N. Y., for the 
dispatch from the Air Mail Field, 
New York, must be prepaid at the 
appropriate air mail postage rate. 

Double postal cards and double 
post cards intended for return re- 
ply purposes are not acceptable 
as first-flight covers.

Each receives thou- 
sands of pieces of mail to cancel | 
during the Christmas Season —| 
mostly with the help of extra per- | 
sonnel which the Post Office De- | 
partment allows for just these few 
veeks. 

It seems that the Florida mail | 
mill has the greater part of its | 
task confined to cancelling greet- 
ing cards, while the Indiana gets | 
many of the packages containing 
gifts. 

Both are again planning to post- | 
mark your mail this year. For} 
Christmas, Fla. if you direct your | 
mail to the Orange Co. Chamber | 
of Commerce, Orlando, Fla. it will 
add the cachet which was formerly 
sponsored by postmaster Juanita 
Tucker, and then see that your 
mail gets to the Christmas post | 
office. Or you can send direct to | 
the office and do without the ca-| 
chet. 

For Santa Claus, Ind. you send 
your mail directly to the post- 
master there. 

Remember, all your mail should 
be of the first class which requires 
3c postage per card, and you can} 
seal the envelope. Have your) 
stamps affixed to the envelopes; 
have the names and addresses on 
them written clearly. Put the lot 
in the form of a package and mail 
it enclosing a request to the post- 
master for his cancellation. 

All this is simple enough so fol- 
low directions and don’t foul up 
the lives of these willing postal 
workers’ with screwy requests. 
They’re going to have enough trou- 
ble, just naturally.

CANADA. It is reported that 
the first of the Queen Elizabeth 
stamps will be released by Canada 
jn February or March 1953. 

KENYA—UGANDA—TANGAN- 
YIKA, Stamp Collecting (London) 
shows pictures of the designs for 
the new series. In each case all 
three territories forming the colony 
will be represented in the designs. 

ERITREA. The stamps of Great 
Britain overprinted for Eritrea ap- 
peared with B. M. A. which was 
later superceded by B. A. They 
are all obsolete and it is interest- 
ing to note that, according to 
Commonwealth Catalogue, there 
were only 11,647 of the 10 shillings 
stamps with B. A. and 89,912 of 
the same value overprinted B. M. 


SOMALIA. Here also some of the 
Great Britain overprints were is- 
sued in small numbers. The 5 shil- 
lings with B. M. A. figures show 
20,082 and the B. A. 5 shillings 
only 19,310. 

GREAT BRITAIN. It is announc- 
ed that in preparing the Queen 
Elizabeth stamps, Great Britain 
will include a 1/3d stamp which 
is required for air mail letters at 
the increased rate. 

GEORGE VI. The George VI 
stamps are probably the most 
popular of all the stamps of the 





British Empire. This popularity 
has increased as collectors realiz- 
ed that some of these stamps have 
many shades and perforation varie- 
ties. Some of these are quite scarce 
with high prices listed by Gibbons 
and Commonwealth Catalogues. 

Some years ago this column be- 
gan making comparisons of prices 
in Scott’s Catalogue with the cata- 
logues of England. Some American 
auction sales now list Gibbons or 
Commonwealth Catalogue prices 
when offering these scarce varie- 
ties and they usually sold for much 
more than Scott’s Catalogue prices,

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Answering Many Letters 


We, that is the Mrs, and I, have just returned from a month’s 
trip to central Florida. The trip was strictly business and gave us 


little or no time to look up stamp people although we did meet a 
few of our subscribers, 


On our return I found quite-a large lot 
of mail that had been laid aside for my 
personal attention and have succeeded in 
replying to those letters which I believed 
needed a personal reply. For others, you 
can accept this as an explanation why 
your letter was not answered promptly. 

A few weeks ago I offered through 
these editorial columns to give a collection 
of stationery gathered during the period 
of the last war to someone who might 
have an interest in such material. I found 
quite a few letters of application for this 
stationery and had quite a time in reading 
them and determining to whom to send 
the material. I found that a great ma- 
# jority of those who applied for the ma- 
terial seemed to be of the impression that 
they would get a lot of covers bearing 
# stamps and actual philatelic material. 
¢ These letters I discarded immediately as 
I tried to make it clear that there was no 
such material in the lot. 

GEORGE W. LINN I was looking for someone who could 
and would appreciate the material for just what it was and my 
choice finally narrowed down to two persons, one a Colonel] in 
the Medical Corps of the Army, now at Fort Lee, Virginia and the 
other a man who had served in the last war, and now lives in 
Oklahoma City. 

I finally decided in favor of the Medical Corps applicant and 
have mailed the material to him with a suggestion that after he 
has taken what he likes from the lot I would like to have him give 
the remains to the Oklahoma man. 

This I trust will serve as a reply to all who made application 
for the material. 

There was also another group of letters in my mail, some of 
which I have answered and some of which have not been replied 
to because of the fact that it would be useless to reply at this 
late date. 

These were mostly letters which were addressed to me person- 
ally instead of to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. They were strictly 
about business concerning the paper etc. and should not have been 
addressed to me personally. I have quite a bit of correspondence 
on matters in no way related to stamps or stamp collecting and this 
mail comes to my home address, at least I have instructed the post 
office to deliver any mail addressed to George’W. Linn to my home, 
unless such mail bears our office street address or box number. 

It should be recognized by anyone mailing a letter that their 
letters should always be addressed to the name of the business 
rather than to any individual connected with a business, unless ad- 
dressed in care of that business at its proper street address or 
P.O. Box number, 

Because of the way some letters were addressed they were held 
at the post office for delivery at my home on my return from Florida. 
Since some of these letters were strictly business letters intended 
for the publication, they were delayed along with my other per- 
sonal mail. 

You who receive letters from our office will note a line of 
print across the bottom of the letter in which we request that all 
business mail should be addressed to the Company name or to the 
paper and not to any individual. 

All mail at our office is opened by a secretary and immediately 
passed on to the head of the department which it concerns, so we 
hope that in the future that mail concerning the publication will not 
be addressed to any individual as that may cause delay. 

Among other letters at hand are several commenting on edi- 
torial matter of the past month but it seems now too late to make 
reply to most of these. 

We were away from the office for over a month, editorials for 
that period had been prepared in advance and we are now back on 
the job for a brief stop before going to New York for the ASDA 
annual show which we have attended every year since it was 
inaugurated. 

Our staff here at the office did a splendid job while we were 
away. Mr. Rueth has handled the paper in a very fine manner 
and kept it filled with the type of reading matter that we have 
made our policy for many years past and we are receiving letters 
every week which approve of this policy. The best proof however 
is the steady and constant growth of our subscription list which is 
now the largest in the whole world, 

Recent publication of circulation figures by the various weekly 
papers puts Linn’s far out in front of all others and our advertising 
manager Mr. L. F. Turley assures us that the heavy volume of ad- 
vertising we are now carrying is proof that the wide awake dealer 
is taking advantage of the circulation we offer. 

I was born and raised in the newspaper and printing business 
and I love it. More than 20 years ago when this publication was 
launched, I believed that a stamp publication should be able to 
reach a circulation of at leest 50,000 copies weekly. We are still a 
long ways from that goal but conditions in the stamp world now 
more than ever lead me to believe that such a circulation is possible. 
If it could be attained it wculd make it possible for us to do a 
great many things we are not now able to do with this publication. 

A circulation of 50,000 copies would put advertising space at a 
premium, yet make the publication one that every real stamp dealer 
would want to patronize. It would give the publication such a firm 
footing that it could do much for the good of our hobby. Such a 
circulation could be reached quickly if all of our subscribers whose 
subscriptions will expire between now and January 1, 1954, would 
give us a two year renewal for $2.00 and give us the name of a 
friend to whom we would send the paper for one year as a gift from 
them, in other words three years for $2.00. Two years for yourself 
and a year for a new subscription. : 

Next week I will print some final conclusions concerning the 
Hawaiian Missionary stamps which I have been studying for the 
past year.

Revenue Variety 


Collectors of United States reve- 
nues are asked for their coopera- 
tion in tracking down an unlisted 
and heretofore unrecognized crack- 
ed plate variety of the 3c stamp 
in the 1919 proprietary issue, 
Scott’s No. RB-67. 

Science fiction writer Sherwood 
Springer of 305 N. Lapeer Dr., Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif., has submitted a 
copy of this apparent variety to 
Gordon R. Harmer of Scott Publica- 
tions, Inc., 580 Fifth Ave., New 
York 36, N.Y. for his inspection. 
It is necessary, however, before 
such a listing can be made in the 
U. S. Specialized Catalog, that Mr. 
Harmer see at least two copies of 
the flawed stamp, to insure its be- 
ing a constant plate variety. 

The flaw is described as follows: 
From the tail of the first ‘“‘R’’ in 
“PROPRIETARY” a blue line runs 
diagonally downward and to the 
right, cutting through the first ‘‘N’”’ 
in “INTERNAL” and reaching to 
the upper left lobe of the ‘‘3’’. The 
crack is visible without a magnify- 
ing glass.

TANGIER 
CHRISTMAS SEALS 


Tangier, Africa, the chief sea- 
port of Morocco, is located in the 
extreme northwest corner of Afri- 
ca near the western entrance of 
the Strait of Gibraltar. The city 
lies between two hills and rises 
from the shore in the form of an 
amphitheatre. It covers an area of 
225 square miles and has a pop- 
ulation of approximately 80,000. 














Most of the inhabitants of Tang- 


ier are Moors, Europeans and 
Jews. It has successively passed in- 
to the hands of Vandals, Byzan- 
tines, Arabs, Portuguese, English, 
Spanish and French. At the present 
time it is a neutral area whose ad- 
ministration is shared by France, 
Great Britain and Spain. It is sur- 
rounded by a wall and is protect- 
ed by forts and a castle. 

Organized in 1949 the ‘‘Oeuvre 
Antituberculeuse” has made great 
strides in its objectives and in the 
early part of 1953 will open a ‘‘Dis- 
pensaire Antituberculeux”’ or clin- 
ic, and it is anticipated that a 
preventorium for young children 
will also be opened next year. Plans 
are being made for the construction 
of a hospital, but additional funds 
will be necessary before this ob- 
ject can be accomplished.

Christmas cards were sold in 1949 
to help raise funds for these var- 
ious projects and starting in De- 
cember of 1951 Christmas seals 
were introduced to the Tangier 
public for the first time. The new 
method of raising funds met with 
success and the seals were again 
issued this year. 

The seals put on sale in Decem- 
ber of 1951 were dated 1952 and 
were printed in booklets of small 
sheetlets of 25 seals which were 
straight edge at top, right and bot- 
tom and perforated at left. The 
seal, size 19x24, shows the outline 
of . woman with the date ‘19”’ at 
the left of head and ‘52’ at right 
and is printed in dark green on 
light green paper. In the center is 
a double—barred cross interming- 
led with the coat-of-arms of the or- 
ganization printed in red, as is the 
name ‘‘Tanger’’ in English text as 
well as Arabic in lower right corn- 
er. These were perforated 11% and 
printed by ‘Editions Internation- 
ales’”’ in Tangier. 

Seals used this year are a bit 
more elaborately printed and of a 
larger size (25x37) also perforated 
11%. These were issued in sheets 
of fifty, perforated all four sides, 
with inscriptions in French, English 
Arabic and Spanish in margins.

Brazilian Stamps 
For Priest, City 


A “man of the cloth’, Catholic 
priest Diogo Antonio Feija, was 
the subject of a commemorative 
stamp issued in his honor Novem- 
ber 9. The design carries a por- 
trait of the religious — the de- 
nomination is 60c and the color 
a dull orange red. 














Feijo was a skilled politician 

who served his nation as regent 
during the time the future em- 
peror Dom Pedro II was still under 
age. In later years he served as 
a senator. 
With energy and resourcefulness 
he frustrated the uprising in 1831, 
but later took part in an insurrec- 
tion (1842) in which the forces 
with which he was, aligned were 
defeated by one of Brazil’s great 
generale, the Duke of Caixas. 





Also issued according to Manoel 
F. da Motta of Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil is another commemorative 
also of 60c, but in three colors, 
gray blue, green and yellow. It 
was for the ‘‘Dia do Urbanismo” 
(Day of Urbanism). 

The design reproduces the Via- 
ducto do Cha in the city of Sao 
Paulo and a large open compass 
from which is supended a sun signi- 
fying fresh air, illumination and 
vegetation. 


Newsboys Sets New 
First Day Record 


A new record of first day cov- 
ers. cancelled for any one com- 
memorative stamp was establish- 
ed October 4 with the release of 
the Newsboys commemorative at 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

According to official figures re- 
leased by the Post Office Depart- 
ment a total of 626,000 covers went 
through the cancelling machines. 
One and a half million stamps were 
sold on the first day. 

The next highest total, and the 
record holder until the appearance 
of the Newsboys stamp was the 
Boy Scout issue of June 30, 1950. 
It was released at Valley Forge, 
Pa. in connection with a world 
Scout jamboree — 622,972 covers 
went through the cancellers at that 
time.

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Australian 1952 


Christmas Seals 
Keith Tucker 


The design for Australia’s 1952 
National Christmas Seal was the 
result of a contest inaugurated in 
June of 1951 whereby. appropriate 
cash prizes were announced by the 
Australian Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion for designs suitable for repro- 
duction on Christmas Seals, Post- 
ers and Screen Slides. 





ee ee ee ee ee ee 
Sponsor of the contest was an 
Australian publication, ‘‘Austral- 
ian Women’s Weekly’’. It provided 
the cash which was distributed in 
the form of three prizes for win- 
ning designs in sums of 50, 15 and 
5 guineas respectively. 

On the panel of judges were 
representatives of the Printing 
Trades, the Association of Nation- 
al Advertising Agencies, the Nat- 
ional Council of Women and the 
Tuberculosis Associations. The Di- 
rector of the National Gallery, 
Adelaide, served as chairman. 

Winner of the first prize was 
Paul Warner of Melbourne a 21- 
year old artist. Following a three- 
year art course at the Melbourne 
Technical College he was employ- 
ed by the Patterson Advertising 
Agency. He is now with General 
Motors of Australia. 

Second prize went to V. Macha 
of Nedlands, Western Australia, 
and third to Arthur McNeil of 
Miranda, New South Wales. 

Dominating the design is a Santa 
Claus with bag riding a device 
typical of the nation, a boomerang. 
Other items are a panel with 
“Christmas Greetings’ and a 
“Cross of Lorraine’ both in a red 
color. Other colors are silver gray, 
orange and dark blue. 

Production was by the Advertis- 
er Printing Office, Adelaide, South 
Australia in sheets of 60 (6 x 10), 
perfed on all four sides and with 
slogan and issuing group printed 
in the selvedge. 

Supporting the Seal Sale the Post 
Office Department approved the 
cancellation of all mail deposited 
in metropolitan post offices with | 
a slogan urging the purchase of 
these seals. It was current from 
November 9 to 22. 

As in previous years, progres- 
sive color proofs will made 
available to seal collectors at ten 
cents per set. The sheet of 60 seals 
has a selling price of one dollar 
which is cheaper than the people 
of Australia can buy them. The 
selling price advanced this year 
from 5 shillings to ten shillings per 
sheet because of increased costs. 

I will again obtain these for col- 
lectors in the United States at 
face, plus réturn postage—ten 
cents for a set of the PCP’s and 
one dollar for a sheet of the seals. 
Seals mailed flat will require 35c 
postage, if folded 5c for first class 
sea-mail. It takes about three 
months for a mail delivery by sea.

Portugal, on November 25, honor- 
ed one of the outstanding mathe- 
maticians of the past century when 
it produced a set of two stamps 
for Francisco Gomes Teixeira on 
the 100th anniversary of his birth.

Denominations and 
colors are 1 Escudo vermilion and 


2.30 E. blue. 









On December 10 four stamps are 
to be released to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the es- 
tablishment of the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Works. Each stamp will pic- 
ture an outstanding piece of con- 
struction 





The 1 Escudo carmine pictures 
a bridge, the ‘Ponte Marechal 
Carmona Vila Franca de Xira’’. 
It was opened December 30, 1951. 

On the 1.40E. violet is pictured 
the ‘‘Stadium of May 28’’ complet- 
ed on May 28, 1950. It has been 
used for various athletic contests 
and will seat 80,000 spectators. 

The facade of the Faculty of 
Letters building of Cidade Univer- 
sitaria de Coimbra appears on the 
2E. green. It was completed No- 
vember 22, 1951. 

Dark blue is the color of the 
high value 3.50 E, picturing another 
completed project of the Ministry 
of Public Works, a dam, the ‘‘Bar- 
ragem Salazar, no Pego do Altar’’. 

News of these new issues was 
sent through the courtesy of D. J. 
Duarte, Lisbon, Portugal.

JOSEPH PULITZER 
Newspap¢rman 


Born in Mako Hungary 1847— 
died in 1911. He came to the U. S. 
at age 17 and became a naturalized 
citizen at 21. He began as reporter 
for a German-language newspaper 


in St. Louis in 1868—was elected to 
the Missouri legislature 1869— 
campaigned for Greeley 1872 and 
for Tilden 1876. 

He bought the St. Louis Dispatch 
in 1878 and merged it with the 
Post, forming the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch—first of his great jour- 
nals, which even today is top read- 
ing in the middle-West. 

Next he moved east and bought 
the New York ‘World’ in 1883, and 
founded the New York ‘Evening 
World’ in 1887, By the use of sen- 
sational methods and scathing as- 
saults on political figures and big 
bankers he made this paper one 
of the most influential in the coun- 
try. He was elected Congressman 
from New York in 1885. 

He founded and endowed into 
perpetuity the noted Pulitzer pri- 
zes, with cash awards annually for 
the best American literary work— 
often awarded to other newspaper- 
men....And he started as a little 
Hungarian immigrant lad whose 
parents had heard about the land

New Zealand Opens 
Polar Post Office 


On September 1, New Zealand 
established its first post office on 
Campbell Island, a bit of land south 
of the dominion, where the Ant- 
arctic Meteorological and Geophy- 
sical Station was recently set up. 

To mark this occasion there was 
a cachet applied to collectors cov- 
ers in a yellow green color with 
wording pertaining to the estab- 
lishment of the post office. Camp- 
bell Island lies at Latitude 55.5 
South, and Longitude 169.2 East. 

A cover bearing the cachet was 
received from Charles Hitchings of 
Christchurch, New Zealand.

could have been the lone one to 
receive the cards on May 12th and 
to place them on sale the same 
day. Other towns could only have 
had them on sale at various later 
dates. 

S. S. Bumstead was a local coal 
dealer, and the chances are that he 
also sent other customers a F. D. 
card. He was credited with being 
one of the first, if not the first, 
to have advertising printed on the 
backs of postal cards. 

The president of the Morgan En- 
velope Company, the firm that 
printed the postal cards also sent 
out a bunch of first day gift cards. 
They were inscribed on the back, 
“Compliment of E. Morgan’’. 

“From the first package of pos- 
tal cards sold by the United 
States.” 

The cards having been produced 
in Springfield, and also a novelty, 
costing only 1c each, it is more 
than probable that thousands of 
citizens sent first day postal cards 
to relatives, friends or customers. 

An unused first day card of Presi- 
dent E. Morgan of the envelope 
company, and another card of S. 
S. Bumstead with advertising mat- 
ter, were also shown at the meet- 
ing of the Springfield Stamp Club 
that I had mentioned.
